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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1 . Claim 40 has been amended and Claim 57 has been cancelled by the Applicant in 
correspondence filed on 12/06/201 1. Claims 40, 50-56, and 67-69 are currently pending. This is 
a Notice of Allowance. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

2. Pending further consideration, the objection to the drawings is withdrawn . 

3. Claims 40, 51-56, and 67-69 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. Applicant traversed this rejection on the 
grounds that the instant claims are fully enabled. Applicants have submitted evidence in the form 
of a declaration from a National Cancer Institute screen of solenopsin against 60 cancer cell lines 
covering 9 tumor types as well as art indicating that PI3K inhibitors are effective against 4 
additional cancer types. Thus, Applicant has demonstrated that solenopsin is reasonably expected 
to be therapeutic for the claimed cancers. Therefore, the rejection of Claims 40, 51-56, and 67-69 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is withdrawn . 

4. Applicants have overcome all standing rejections. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
anticipate or render obvious the instantly claimed invention. Prior to Applicants' disclosure,

solenopsin was known to treat parasitic infections or to suppress fire ants. Applicants are the first 
to suggest that the claimed compounds could treat the claimed cancers.
